Plus, if current 
price levels make that phrase "the cheapest of all pictures" ring hollow as 
applied to the early products of the Federal mint at Philadelphia, you'd be 
pleasantly surprised to know that it still applies, after 190 years, to the 
Conders . 

Counterfeit British halfpence form another bridge between the copper coin- 
ages of the two countries; and I'm very pleased to lead off this issue of P-W 

with an outstanding discussion of the American-made counterfeits, by Gary Trudgen. 
Though there's certainly security in familiarity, it's ironic to consider the 
spectacle of American patriot die sinkers turning out coppers with George Ill's 
likeness in the late 1780' s!

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JAMES ATLEE'S HALFPENCE 


Gary A. Trudgen 


Under the Articles of Confederation, adopted on March 1, 1781, each state 
had the right to strike its own coinage; accordingly, the states of Connecti- 
cut, New Jersey, and Massachusetts authorized their own coinage. The Republic 
of Vermont, a separate political entity at the time, also issued their own 
copper coins. Within New York State at least three unauthorized mints operated. 

One of the most prolific die engravers, who produced dies during the state 
coinage era, was James F. Atiee. Initially, in 1786, he worked in New York 
City cutting dies for an unauthorized mint. This mint may have been located at 
Samuel Atiee 's brewery along the East River. Late in 1786, after New Jersey 
had authorized its own copper coinage, he was hired as a die sinker for the 
Rahway, New Jersey Mint. When this mint began to experience financial diffi- 
culties in the spring of 1787, he quit their operation and returned briefly to 
New York City, where he cut a few dies for another unauthorized mint operated 
by Ephraim Brasher and John Bailey. Before leaving the New Jersey mint at Rah- 
way, Atiee had joined in partnership with Thomas Machin and four others to es- 
tablish a mint at the mills of Machin, located near Newburgh, New York. When 
this mint began operation in July of that year, he moved to Newburgh and en- 
graved dies for his firm and Reuben Harmon's Rupert, Vermont coinage firm. 
continued at Machin' s Mills until the company ceased operation in late 1789 v 

In colonial American and the early United States, the most actively cir- 
culated coin was the British halfpenny. It was used in large quantities by the 
common man to conduct small transactions. Copper coins were not legal tender 
in the Eighteenth century. Therefore, the laws with respect to copper coins 
were lenient, and violations were often overlooked by the authorities. As a 
result, both George II and George III halfpence were heavily counterfeited. 

The counterfeiter normally made a profit by not putting the standard full weight 
of copper into his halfpence. While most of the counterfeiting was done in 
England, a small amount was also done in America during the state coinage era. 
Large quantities of the halfpence counterfeited in England were imported and 
circulated in America. Most of the counterfeit halfpence known to be struck 
in America can be traced to James Atiee through punch linkage with other state 
coppers . 


C. Willys Betts was the first to formally recognize that counterfeit half- 
pence had been struck in America. In a landmark address before the American 
Numismatic and Archaeological Society (the forerunner of the present-day ANS) 
in 1886, he presented his evidence. At the request of the society his address, 
along with exquisite line drawings of relevant halfpence, was printed. It was 
titled "Counterfeit Half Pence Current in the American Colonies and Their Issue 
from the Mints of Connecticut and Vermont". The first attempt to classify 

the American-made counterfeit halfpence came in 1964 when Robert Vlack issued 
photo plates titled "American 'Tory' Halfpence Struck at Machin' s Mills, New 
York." A decade later he reissued a more complete version of the photo plates. 
This time he judiciously dropped the reference to Machin' s Mills by re-titling 
the plates "Early English Counterfeit Halfpence Struck in America." Also, at 
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the suggestion of Eric Newman, the attribution scheme was revised. Primarily, 
the reverse die designation was changed to include the last two digits of the 
halfpence date. This attribution system allows easy recognition of the date 
of a particular variety, which is well-suited for the series because of the 
wide range of dates. Most recently, the author demonstrated that the vast 
majority of the American-made counterfeit halfpence, as cataloged by Robert 
Vlack, are linked to James Atlee. There are three distinct groups that are 

die and punch linked together. Each of these three groups are further tied 
to separate state coinage operations. 

Currently, the numismatic community commonly refers to the American-made 
counterfeit halfpence as Machin's Mills halfpence. For example, on page 42 of 
the Red Book, the bible of United States coinage, there is a one-paragraph 
description of these halfpence titled "Machin's Mills Coinage." This is a re- 
sult of the title Robert Vlack used for his original set of photo plates. How- 
ever, this author's research has shown that two of the three distinct groups 
of American-made counterfeit halfpence were not struck at Machin's Mills. The 
common denominator of the series is the die engraver, James Atlee, not the 
mint site. Thus, a more accurate and appropriate title would be Atlee's Halfpence . 

The state coppers were struck during a unique period in American history, 
and they have several interesting characteristics that attract many who love 
old coppers. For example, the state coppers were manufactured under relatively 
primitive and in some cases mysterious conditions. Die varieties are normally 
easily recognizable because most dies were individually made. Several differ- 
ent die engravers were at work, resulting in interesting style differences. The 
central devices on some of the coppers are delightfully original, and the legends 
often proclaim a message of the times. Several interesting people, including 
some who fought for our independence, were responsible for the state coinages. 

The state coinages were struck in fairly large quantities so that they are read- 
ily obtainable, however, the formation of a nice collection is difficult and 
time consuming. 

The Atlee Halfpence series is a part of the state coinages. It offers 
the same interesting characteristics and collecting challenges as the other 
series of coopers included within the state coinages. However, the Atlee Half- 
pence series is not as widely collected as the other groups of state coppers. 

The reason for this is that until recently the series has not been seriously 
studied and written about. In many respects the Atlee Halfpence series is 
comparable to the challenging Vermont series. They both contain approximately 
the same number of die varieties; they both are difficult to find in high 
grade; they both have several rare varieties that are difficult to obtain; and 
they both claim some of the same coins because of muled dies. 

Group 1 


Chronologically the first group of Atlee Halfpence was struck in 1786 
while James, Atlee was in New York City. There are thirteen die varieties in 
this group. Group 1 can be divided into two subgroups. A small subgroup, 

consisting of die varieties 2-71A and 9-76B, were made with the same letter 
punches that James Atlee used to engrave dies for his mailed bust right Con- 
necticut coppers. The second subgroup consists of the remainder of the 
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Group 1 die varieties. The dies of this large subgroup were made from a 
slightly different group of letter punches. However, some of the punches are 
the same as those used for the small subgroup. Significantly, many of the 
letter punches used to engrave the dies for Group 1 are also found used on 
some of the CONSTELLATIO NOVA coppers and Walter Mould's infamous IMMUNE COLUM- 
BIA die. Walter Mould had worked at George Wyon's mint in Birmingham, England 

before moving to America in 1785. When he came to America, he brought along 
a few pattern dies and some letter and number punches. The extent of the con- 
nection between Atlee and Mould is not known. Were they business partners, or 
did Atlee simply purchase the punches from Mould? The die work on the central 
devices of the Group 1 halfpence is definitely that of James Atlee. Walter 
Mould's die engraving style was not very accomplished, as shown by the dies he 
engraved at Morristown, New Jersey while fulfilling his share of^ljte New Jersey 
coinage grant. His central devices have an outlined appearance. 

All of the die varieties included in Group 1 were antedated to legitimate 
regal George III halfpence dates except for two varieties. Die varieties 6-76A 
and 9-76B are dated 1776. Regal George III halfpence were struck at the Royal 
Mint in London from 1770 through 1775. As already noted, the Group 1 halfpence 
were struck in 1786, which was the 10th anniversary of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. James Atlee probably backdated these two halfpence to 1776 in com- 
memoration of this event. Variety 9-76B is very rare with seven specimens known 
to be extant. However, variety 6-76A is common enough so that anyone desiring 
an American— made coin bearing the date of the founding of our nation can obtain one.

There are a few other die varieties contained within Group 1 that are espe- 
cially interesting. For example, variety 2-7 1A is an important copper. It is 
punch and style linked to both the halfpence in the large subgroup of Group 1 
and Atlee' s 1786 Connecticut coppers. Thus, it is the coin that ties James 
Atlee to the large subgroup and Walter Mould, In addition, the obverse central 
device punch used on this variety was later used at Machin s Mills to sink 
dies for the Vermont standard bust right varieties.

Obverse 7 is unusual because the legend is spelled GEORGIUS instead of the 
standard GEORGIVS. Atlee substituted the letter U for the letter V. Original- 
ly V and U were the same letter and used indiscriminately. However, during the 
Eighteenth century, the letter V was normally used first within a word and the 
letter U thereafter. Obverse 7 is found combined with reverse dies 72B and 74A

Finally, very rare die variety 24-72C is intriguing. It was struck from an ob- 
verse die that had been lapped to remove most of the legend. Very little of 
the obverse legend remains, but enough is present to see that it had been the 
standard halfpence legend. The reverse die is also curious. It was so heavily 
rusted at the time of striking that the last two digits of the date are almost 
illegible . 

Some general observations concerning the Group 1 Atlee Halfpence are that 
several of the central devices are cut too deeply into the dies resulting in 
weak central strikes. The British Union in Britannia's shield is always cut 
deeply into the reverse dies and therefore seldom shows. The effigy's hair on 
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the obverse dies runs in broad parallel curved lines with little evidence of 
ringlets . 


Group 2 


The second group of Atlee Halfpence was struck in 1787 during the brief 
period when James Atlee returned to New York City following his employmen^^t 
the Rahway, New Jersey Mint. There are four die varieties in this group. 

All of the dies in Group 2 were sunk with the same letter and number punches. 
The most exciting distinction about this group of halfpence is that the same 
letter and number punches were also used to engrave the dies that were used 
to strike the famous BRASHER DOUBLOON! Therefore, the Group 2 halfpence are 
linked to the unauthorized mint of Ephraim Brasher and John Bailey. I believe

that these halfpence were jointly produced by James Atlee and John Bailey while 
Atlee was waiting for Machin's Mills to become operational. The letter and 
number punches are Bailey's, but the engraving style of the central devices 
is that of James Atlee. 

One of the die varieties in Group 2 was backdated, while the remaining 
three varieties were dated in the year of their manufacture. Atlee Halfpence 
variety 1-47A has the distinction of being the only George II halfpence in 
the entire series. It is dated 1747, a year in which regal halfpence were minted

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in London. The remaining three varieties were struck from the same obverse die 
and three separate reverse dies. Of these varieties, 17-87E is very rare with 
four specimens known to be extant. Evidently reverse die 87E broke very early 
in its usage resulting in the scarcity of this variety. All extant specimens 
of this variety show a very heavy break bisecting the die. Another interest- 
ing aspect of die 87E is that, of all the dies in Group 2, it shows some evi- 
dence that John Bailey assisted in engraving the central device of this die. 

John Bailey had a unique way of engraving the human elbow. His engraved elbows 
are elongated with an unnatural appearance as though something is hung or wrapped 
around them. Reverse die 87E shows this syle. One last note of interest 

is that obverse die 17 was lightly lapped before its final combination with re- 
verse 87B . This weakened the legend and plates of the shoulder armor. 

Some general observations concerning the Group 2 Atlee Halfpence are that 
the obverse effigy's hair is fine and layered with a few ringlets. The ribbons 
of the bow are split, the lips are pursed, and the eye is almond-shaped. The 
last two style characteristics are also found on the NOVA EBORACS and the Group 
3 Atlee Halfpence struck at Machin's Mills. 

Group 3 

The third distinct group of Atlee Halfpence was struck at Machin's Mills 
in the second half of 1787 and into 1788. There are fourteen die varieties in 
this group. These varieties are die and punch linked to Connecticut and 

Vermont coppers also struck at Machin's Mills. Within Group 3 there are four 
mules, or illogical die combinations, which combine halfpence dies with Vermont 
and Connecticut dies. There are three different dates used in Group 3. The 
dies bearing the dates 1787 and 1788 were engraved in the year of their date, 
while the three varieties bearing the date 1778 were very likely struck in 1788. 
Of the three groups of Atlee Halfpence, Group 3 is the most varied reflecting 
the turmoil that existed within the state coinages during this period. 

There are several interesting varieties in Group 3 with the four mule 
varieties in the forefront. Of the mules, variety VT— 87C or Ryder 13, which 
is known as the "Vermont Britannia" copper, is the most popular. A Vermont 
obverse die was combined with a well-worn halfpence reverse die. Large quan- 
tities were struck of this combination making it the most common variety of 
the entire Atlee Halfpence series. Variety 13-88CT is another of the mules 
where, in this case, a halfpence obverse die was combined with a 1788 Connecticut 
reverse die (Miller D) . This mule is not nearly as common as the "Vermont Bri- 
tannia," but exists in large enough quantities to make it a collectable variety. 
It is usually found on highly defective planchets. The remaining two mules, 
13-87CT and 13-88VTA, are very rare. Variety 13-87CT combines a halfpence 
obverse die with a reverse die from a 1787 dated Connecticut copper (Miller G.2). 
The same halfpence obverse die is used again, this time in combination with a 
Vermont reverse die to form variety 13-88VTA. The Vermont die is known as 
Bressett L, and the mule has been termed Ryder 40 within the Vermont series. 

Within the Atlee Halfpence series, reverse die 87C has the distinction of 
having the greatest longevity. It was combined with six obverse dies (18, 19, 

20, 21, 23, and VT) before it was discarded because of serious die failure. 

Of these six combinations. Varieties 18-87C, 19-87C, and VT-87C ("Vermont Bri- 
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tannia") are fairly common today. The other three varieties, 20-87C, 21-87C, 
and 23-87C, are very rare.

Variety 21-87D is an interesting coin because it is found in two sub-varie- 
ties. The first sub-variety exists when the coin is found on a wide planchet 
with a very weak periphery. Apparently a group of planchets were improperly 
annealed and were too soft when struck. Since collars were not used with the 
dies, the soft copper blank radially expanded more than usual during striking, 
resulting in this 'spread planchet' sub-variety. Robert Vlack labeled this 
sub-variety as 21-I-87D-I. The other sub-variety of V.21-87D is found

on a normal-sized planchet with full detail along the periphery. This sub- 
variety is known as 21-II-87D-II and was struck with properly annealed plan- 
chets. Although not listed in Robert Vlack's photo plates, a few spread planchet 
specimens of variety 18-87C also exist.

Curiously two reverse dies are dated 1778. These dies are combined with 
three obverse dies to create varieties 11-78A, 12-78B, and 13-78B. Since all 
of the other dies in Group 3 are dated in the year of their manufacture and 1778 
was not a year when regal halfpence were struck, there must have been a specific 
reason for antedating these two dies. Also, the existence of two dies with this 
date argues against a simple die engraving error. I believe that Thomas Machin 
instructed James Atlee to engrave these dies to commemorate the 10th anniversary 
of the installation of the Great Chain across the Hudson River at West Point. 

The chain was put in place on April 30, 1778. Machin supervised the manufacture 
and installation of the chain, and he was rightfully proud of this extraordinary 
engineering feat.

Thomas Machin' s son, Thomas N. Machin, Jr., provided an excellent descrip- 
tion of the coinage operation at his father's mint. In part he states, "The 
metal used was copper, obtained by melting up [brass] cannon and leaving out 
the zinc in the alloy . ' During the Revolutionary War Thomas Machin was an 
officer in the Second New York Regiment of Continental Artillery commanded by 
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John Lamb. Thus, after the war, Machin knew where and how to obtain the cannon 
he required for his coinage operation. Therefore, another intriguing aspect of 
the Group 3 Atlee Halfpence is that they are very likely made from cannon that 
were used to win our independence. 

Some general observations concerning the Group 3 Atlee Halfpence are that 
the obverse effigy's hair is fine, and with most of the varieties the hair ex- 
tends from a single point at the back of the head. Several large ringlets frame 
the effigy's face, the lips are pursed, and the eye is almond-shaped. Additional 
style characteristics that pertain to the entire Atlee Halfpence series are large 
triangular denticles along the circumference and a single outline in the crosses 
of the British Union in Britannia's shield. The crosses should have a double 
outline or fillets to be technically correct. 

Miscellaneous Mules 


Finally, there are three die varieties that cannot be placed into the 
preceding three groups of Atlee Halfpence. These varieties are all mules and 
were struck from either broken, worn out, or rejected dies. These varieties 
are 9-87NY, 15-85NY, and 22-88VT. They were undoubtedly struck at Machin's 
Mills during the copper price collapse in 1789. All three obverse dies are 
halfpence dies and are punch linked to Atlee 's Group 1 Halfpence. Thus, these 
dies were engraved in 1786 and then carried to Machin's Mills by James Atlee. 

The reverse dies come from various sources, again through James Atlee. 

Variety 9-87NY is very rare, with three pices known to exist. The obverse 
die was first used in Group 1 to strike variety 9-76B. However, early in its 
first usage a large chunk of the die broke off at the 12 o'clock position. The 
reverse die (INDIAN) had also been used earlier to strike pattern coinage in 
conjunction with Thomas Machin's petition for a coinage grant from New York 
State. Variety 15-85NY is also quite rare, with approximately fifteen specimens 
known to exist. The obverse die was a rejected die that had been engraved in 
1786. The reverse die is the IMMUNE COLUMBIA die that James Atlee had obtained 
from Walter Mould, also in 1786. Variety 22-88VT, or Ryder 31 as it is known 
in the Vermont series, exists in fairly large quantities. This obverse was an

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unused die that James Atlee had engraved in 1786 while in New York City. The 
reverse die (Bressett U) was engraved by James Atlee for Vermont coppers struck 
at the Rupert Mint. When this mint closed the die was returned to Machin's 
Mills. Even though it was well-worn from its usage at the Rupert Mint, it was 
placed into service again to coin this variety and additional Vermont coppers. 

Conclusion 


James Atlee 's Halfpence are interesting to collect and study. They are 
punch and even die linked to the other state coinages. Since the series was 
coined over a four year period (1786-1789), it offers many varied and interesting 
varieties. For example, within the Atlee Halfpence series there is a collect- 
able variety dated 1776, the year we declared our independence; there are vari- 
eties that use the same letter and number punches as the celebrated BRASHER 
DOUBLOON; there are varieties that are made from cannon that were used to win 
our independence; and there are mule varieties that demonstrate the decline 
of the state coinage era. Atlee Halfpence are a fascinating part of our Ameri- 
can numismatic heritage.

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DIE ERROR ON 1857 HALF CENTS REVISITED 
Mark Borckardt and Frank Wilkinson 


Editor's Note : This article beings with an excerpt taken verbatim from P-W 

Volume X, page 162, 1976. 

The setting: Any room with suitable lighting and with work space in which to 

study half cents. 

The people present: Two half cent collectors, one or two judges and a several- 

member audience. 

The half cents of 1857 are brought out. Mr. A pulls out a fantastic MS-70 coin. 
He is under the impression that no other half cent could exist which could even 
come close to his perfect specimen. Mr. B pulls out an incredibly nice MS-70 
coin which appears to tie the score. The judges look at both coins in an attempt 
to break the tie. Suddenly, Judge Rotton notes that Mr. B's coin has a small de- 
fect under the hair braid in the right obverse field. This breaks the tie, and 
Mr. A wins by one point! 

This match exists only in theory (so far as I know); and, it is my feeling that 
it should have ended in a tie. I have an MS-65 example of the coin described — 
a coin which exhibits an identical defect to that described above. I also have 
seen several others which are identical. I would be interested in hearing from 
other EAC'ers concerning this piece so that, hopefully, I can get some idea as 
to the coin's population. Please write to Mark Borckardt at P.0. Box 1125, 
Findlay, Ohio 45839. 



At the ANA Convention in Cincinnati this year, Frank found another example of 
this error half cent. We obtained permission from its dealer/owner to photo- 
graph the coin, and John Wright willingly undertook the task. Mark has seen 
ten— or— so examples over the last twelve years, which would indicate the error 
is scare to rare. It is our opinion that the error is due to grease on the die, 
as was the cause of the 1855 "twelve star" cent. The obvious difference is, 
since in this case the foreign matter was not in a recessed area of the die but 
on its surface, it was never recognized until Mark first realized, back in 1976, 
that the "gouge" in the field of his MS-65 coin wasn't a gouge at all.

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LATE DATE CENT UPDATE 
Bob Grellman 


There are quite a few changes to the census and some new die states to re- 
port in this issue. First, the census changes: 

- 43N17. Tom R. Wagemaker cherried a Good-4 piece. That's 
the second example of this very rare variety he's cherried. 

The new census is 65-35-30-30-8-4. 

- 47N34. Ron Houseknecht, a relatively new member of EAC, 
found a nice VF-30 example of this elusive variety. It 
was in a group of unattributed cents he sent to me for 
attributing and grading. This piece is the finest known 
by a small margin over Bob LaForme's VF-25. The census 
is 30-25-12 (3) -10-plus nearly a dozen lower grades. 

- 47N36. Fred Borcherdt, a veteran finder of tough varieties, 
uncovered a VF-30 (nearly a 35) example. It's the 

second one he's found of this very rare mule. The new 
census is 45-40-30-20-20-7-6-6. 

- 48N36. Gary Ruttenberg obtained a nice VF-35 example of 
this interesting variety. This is one of the few late 
date varieties that a novice can attribute at arm's 
length, and it's difficult to believe such a sharp 
example was still floating around. The revised census 
is 60 (unconfirmed) -40-40-35-30 (several) -plus many lower 
grades . 

Two new and very impressive die states were submitted for verification: 

- 46N14. John D. Wright sent in a beautiful EF-45 example 
with an additional rim break from above star 10 nearly 

to star 11. The sequence for the three obverse rim breaks 
on this die is (1) below 18, (2) star 3 to star 4, and 
(3) from star 10 nearly to star 11. 

- 46N16. Jack Robinson has an example with an additional 
rim break from between stars 8 and 9 down to the earlier 
rim break over star 10. I found this cent while cataloguing 
his late date cents for the upcoming Superior auction of 
his collection. 

That's all for this update. Be sure to order your copy of the Jack Robin- 
son catalog from Superior Galleries. This book will be a superb attribution 
guide for all half cents and large cents, and the sale offers some opportuni- 
ties that may not present themselves again for decades. 

I'm still offering an attribution service for late date large cents. See 
my ad in "Swaps and Sales" for details. And, as usual, please let me know if 
you find anything significant (new variety, new die state, condition census 
example of a rare variety) in the late date series. All contributors will re- 
ceive recognition for their help.

NEW DIE STATE OF SHELDON 229 DISCOVERED

The following represents what I believe to be an unreported die state of 
S-229. The coin was discovered by EAC'er Bill Tivol. 


The rim is broken above AME, down to the crack extending through the tops 
of those letters. It also appears to have a cud above the TE of STATES, but 
as there is some corrosion damage to the rim at that spot, this should perhaps 
be considered a provisional observation. Either way, one can understand this 
reverse's early retirement hereafter. The obverse, with its arc crack through 
ERTY, is exactly as it appears on 1802 NC-2, which immediately followed; but 
what I can't help wondering is, does an NC-2 exist somewhere — recognized or 
not — with a more massively failed obverse, thereby accounting for its rarity? 
Finding something like this S-229, one never knows...

FUGIO FILES 
PART THREE 
Michael McLaughlin 


In the first two parts of the Fugio Files there was little or no inter- 
change of the dies examined. The die states and strike order of these dies 
are for the most part correct and in order. In Part Three and succeeding parts 
the interchange of dies at times becomes quite chaotic, with resultant loss of 
accuracy, both of die states and strike order. 

I have devised a method to tie the various related dies (related in the 
sense that the dies were once paired) together, consisting of using brackets 
to enclose the description of a die state that occurred from a previous mar- 
riage . This method also helps in assigning strike order. One must also keep 
in mind that just as die deterioration, such as a die break, crack, or chip, 
increases in severity with continued use, a die injury (clash) will lessen 
with continued use, so what might have been an indicator of a die state on one 
marriage may not be present in another. 

Editor's Note: It may help readers keep their bearings among these die pair- 

ings to refer back to the listing of Fugio Cent types, as published on pages 
218-219 of the July P-W . For example, types 1-4 have now been covered, ob- 
verses and reverses, with the exception of reverse L. Types 12-15 have been 
totally covered. This installment draws primarily from types 5 and 6, includ- 
ing the extensively used reverse X. If you mark off what s been covered, as 
it's covered, you'll keep a better sense of "where we've been, and where we're 
going."

EYE POPPING HALF CENTS AT EAC '88

Yes, Virginia, there was a Half Cent Happening at EAC in 1988 and your 
reporter most respectfully begs forgiveness for not having published the re- 
sults sooner. It seems that each year after the Happening, he comes away with a 
pair of severely bulged corneas which impede his otherwise prompt and super- 
lative journalistic skills. 
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As has become our custom, half cent collectors, enthusiasts, and other 
interested copper folks gathered Thursday evening at EAC '88 in Los Angeles. 
Selected for exhibit were two varieties of 1795, C-3 and C-4, all the 1808's, 
and all the 1832's. 1795 C-3 is a solid R5 coin with a condition census which 
reaches to, or below, VF. 1808 C-l is known by six examples, C-2 is very rare 
above VF, and C-3 has been highlighted recently by Bill Weber's article on 
an overdate apparent on early state examples. 1832 is a surpassingly tough 
coin in mint state. So the event promised to be as interesting as any Happen- 
ing to date. 

Interesting and remarkable it certainly was! Highlights included the 
finest group of 1795 C-3's anyone could ever remember seeing together at one 
time, two of the R7 1808 C-l, and quite a number of absolutely spectacular 
1808 C-2's & 3's and 1832' s. I wasn't the only one who came away with plea- 
santly tired eyes and a fogged-up loupe. 

The results of the voting are reproduced herewith thanks to arduous ballot 
counting by co-chairmen Bill Weber and Mike Packard, which went on into the 
night. As expected, the renowned Missouri Cabinet swept top honors, followed 
closely by Jim McGuigan and Bill Weber. What was less expected and most grati- 
fying was the strong showing made by some other regular participants and first 
time exhibitors. Among the former, Mike Packard, Barry Abrahams, Frank Goss, 
Bill Jones, and John Peters displayed fine examples. It was especially pleas- 
ing to welcome Gordon Rammer, Harry Salyards, Mark Hays, Mike Barela and Chris 
Young to the ranks of participants. (Editor Salyards made a serious run at 
top honors in 1832 C-2 with his example.) Broadening the base of participants 
is what we most want to achieve with these Happenings. 

Several attendees offered ways to improve the event in the future. Sug- 
gested was the inclusion of some 1804 varieties, the addition of some 1794's, 
a return to the policy of white gloves for coin handling, and a scrawled plea 
for the provision of (apparently yet more) intoxicants. Rest assured your 
committee will act on fully 75% of these suggestions, while possibly utilizing 
the other to enhance its deliberations. 

It's less fun collecting these copper bits of history if one can't exhibit 
one's own and view the other folks'. Bill Weber, Mike Packard, and I are grate- 
ful to all who have made these Half Cent Happenings a success and a pleasure. 

We hope to have even more exhibitors and more enjoyment for 1989!

Their edges were quite square, as Bob illus- 
trated by standing them on their edges. 

Two specimens of the Smith counterfeits (both dated 1793) and three speci- 
mens of electros of Smith's copies ! 

Next was an 1853 large cent that was struck so far off center that only 
the point of the bust and the date were on the planchet. (Good luck in attri- 
buting that one!) 

Last, but not least (and my favorite), was an 1802 S-234 which is double 
struck and with a partial brockage. This specimen has a perfect obverse die 
and the consensus is that this is the coin that broke the die. As Bob illus- 
trated how the. planchets were in the coining chamber to result in striking 
this speciman, it was easy to see how the die would have broken.

REPORT OF THE OCTOBER MID-ATLANTIC REGIONAL MEETING 

Ed Masuoka 


The October Mid-Atlantic EAC meeting was held at the MANA coin show in 
Wilmington, Delaware on Saturday, October 15, 1988. 

Jules Reiver led a discussion about variety collecting that touched on 
a number of subjects. Including edge lettering, retooling detail on coins, 
late die states, and double profiles on large cents. Some of the highlights 
of the meeting were as follows: 

Jules described how he first got interested in late die states when a 
dealer sold him an 1801 half dime with a cud which covered one third of the 
coin. At that time Jules was able to buy coins with large cuds and die breaks 
at significantly reduced prices since most collectors wanted only perfect coins. 
Today he has over 600 of these "imperfect examples of the coiner's art". 

Forty years ago, collectors were very excited about the double profiles 
found on middle date large cents. Jules explained that the doubling was due 
to worn or poorly adjusted coin presses, which produced coins with chatter 
strikes. Jules noted that the double profiles were no longer found after the 
coin presses were replaced near the end of 1835, with the exception of some 
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1857 large cents described by Newcomb and in the Floyd Starr estate. Jules 
finally had an opportunity to view these coins when cataloguing the Starr collection 
for Stack's. Careful examination of the coins led to the conclusion that the 
doubled profiles were the result of someone carefully engraving an outline 
of Liberty on the coin to simulate a double profile. 

In 1968, Jules visited Charles Ruby, a professor of Law at Fullerton College 
in California. According to Jules, Dr. Ruby had what amounted to roll sets 
of large cents including four Sheldon 48' s. During that visit. Dr. Ruby select- 
ed the S-48 (Starred Reverse cent) he liked best and allowed Jules to pick 
one of the remaining three. Jules picked the best of the three, which Charles 
Ruby sold to him with two stipulations: 1) The price was $250 not a penny 

more, and 2) Jules could tell no one where the coin came from until after Ruby's 
collection was auctioned. Jules wanted to show off the S-48 but didn't want 
anyone to figure out where he got it. He didn't want to lie but wasn't above 
leaving people with the wrong impression. While in California, Jules bought 
a number of large cents from a junk box. When he got home he cleaned up the 
coins and added the S-48 to the lot. Late he invited a few EAC'ers over and 
showed them the coins he had purchased. They left with the impression that 
the S-48 was purchased out of a junk box and his problem was solved. 

Lanny Reinhardt told about the trade between Bill Weber and Roger Cohen 
in which Roger completed his set of the ninety-nine half cent business strikes 
with Bill's 1794 5b and 1794 6b. This led to a discussion of edge lettering 
on 1794 half cents. The discussion included how the edge letter was applied, 
the relationship between edge lettering and planchet weight/thickness (no re- 
lationship — all planchets for 1794 half cents weighed 104 grains and did not 
vary in thickness based on the size of the edge lettering) , and whether the 
edge lettering created legitimate subvarieties. Jules took the position that 
the rare edge lettering subvarieties of 1794 should be considered mint errors 
and not separate varieties. Needless to say, this view is not shared by the 
majority of half cent collectors but the whole discussion of edge lettering 
was an interesting one. 

Other topics discussed were: The edge lettering on bust halves (used 

as a means of establishing an emission sequence) , the authenticity of the 1794 
Flowing Hair dollar in Superior's Blevins sale, and how one might go about 
testing it to determine if it is real or a counterfeit. 

The meeting adjourned after roughly two hours, when we were informed that 
the room was needed for the MANA educational forum.

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YOU NEVER REALLY OWN SOMETHING 
UNTIL YOU GIVE IT AWAY

You probably do not subscribe to the Prairie Fire , the tri-weekly blat 
of the hamlet of Curds and Whey, Wisconsin. Last Wednesday the Prairie Fire 
ran a laudatory article about Harry Caducity, the lighthouse keeper of the 
somnolent village. The lighthouse had been closed by the Coast Guard, and 
Mr. Caducity was forbidden to turn on the light. "It is positively tenebri- 
fic," he was quoted as saying. And who would deny it? 

But what really struck me in the article was the description of the inside 
of the lighthouse. "It is," wrote the Editor, Percy Bysshe-Smith , "lavishly 
ornamented with campaign buttons, tokens, medals, coins, stamps, woodenware 
utensils, tools, license plates, maps, auction notices, and religious tracts. 

Mr. Caducity, or 'Uncle Harry,' as we know him, has kept everything he has 
touched since 1918, or before. There is no method to his madness. Your edi- 
tor was vouchsafed a tour of this garish pinnacle. There is something of every- 
thing here. I saw an AEF uniform with a decoration upon it, packettes of Sweet 
Caporals and Lucky Strike greens, perhaps every Life Magazine from its begin- 
ning, ration stamps and tokens from WW II, a milk bottle from South Udder, 
a town which was long ago made part of Udder Center, and countless other items 
nostalgic and evocative. 

"There are also rare and valuable items casually set about in the light- 
house. There is a vintage rolltop desk which your editor would dearly love 
to own, and a 1904 Silver Dollar made in Denver, Colorado. Uncle Harry showed 
me a red coin book in which it is not listed. Harry allows 'It is doubtless 
worth a few shekels to coin collectors.'" 

I almost stopped reading there, as I knew this Denver dollar to be non- 
existant. But I read on, because one never knows. Sometimes two don't know. 

Percy Bysshe-Smith continued. "The lighthouse is like a general store, 
or a museum. I asked Uncle Harry how he had acquired these multifarious arti- 
cles. 'I got them here and there. I never paid for anything. Mostly it is 
trash. You see that yourself. A man came down from Iola once. He works for 
that hobby magazine company. He wanted to buy a bunch of this rubbish, but 
he offered too much. I figure it has to be worth more. Seemed like a nice 
young man though.'" 

The Editor was fascinated. He suggested that Uncle Harry open the light- 
house as a museum, and charge admission. 

"Charge admission?" roared Uncle Harry. "Hell, I'd pay for visitors. 

I get lonely up here. Folks don't like visiting oldtimers any more." 

Percy Bysshe-Smith urged his readership to pay Uncle Harry a call. Since 
the masthead of the Prairie Fire boasted "Circulation 198," I supposed Uncle 
Harry was not overwhelmed by gawkers. 

So, as it was getting on toward Christmas and I head north every year 
to visit my only surviving relative, I decided to stop off at Curds and Whey 
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to pay a call on Uncle Harry and beguile away some of his abysmal loneliness. 

It is my nature. And I would be remiss if I failed to inspect his private king- 
dom. And to ogle his coins. 

It was snowing easily as I went north. I knew roughly where Curds and 
Whey is, but it wasn't on my map, so I stopped in the town of Frommage au Lait. 

The Milking Stool Coffee Shop was open so I went in, tinkling the bell above 
the door. The waitress had mistletoe on her bosom. I ordered toast and coffee. 
"Ma'am," I said, "I am seeking the town of Curds and Whey, and in particular, 
the lighthouse of Mr. Harry Caducity." 

"That's the longest sentence I've heard this month. You must be from

A brown wreath was tacked 
on the door, which opened as I approached. There stood what could only be 
Uncle Harry, and he was wearing a Santa suit, old style. 

"You from Chicago or Iola?" he asked. 

"Chicago . " 

"Good. Well, not so good, but it beats Iola. What can I do for you?" 

"I read the article about you in the Prairie Fire . I thought I'd stop 
by for a visit."

He showed it to me, dusting it with powdered sugar, like Christmas snow.

"That's what I thought, but everyone wants to believe otherwise. I'll 
have to keep it till I find out."

"If you have not been around to the lighthouse recently, you should know 
that there is a bronze plaque on the door, designed and donated by Uncle Harry 
Caducity. This plaque dedicates the new County Historical Museum. Uncle Harry 
has donated his lightouse (which we did not know he owned) and all its contents 
as the core of the museum. 

"This benevolence was inspired by an editorial in this journal last fall, 
and your editor has been appointed President of the Historical Society in recog- 
nition of his efforts. At the dedication ceremony last evening. Uncle Harry 
presented his prized and unique 1904 Denver Silver Dollar to your editor, and 
it is now displayed proudly above his venerable flat-top desk. 

"You will be seeing Uncle Harry around town more frequently now that he 
has moved in with his daughter, Cordelia, in her rooms above the Milking Stool. 

He says, 'I have not been happier in my life. My pension is intact. I visit 
my possessions every day.

Donn Pearlman has been doing an excellent job with 
quirky people-stories in his "Pearlman' s People" series in The Numismatist . 

But we've seen too little nonsense, no pepper, and decidedly no salt for 
numismatic wounds in recent issues of Penny-Wise . Does this mean that things 
are "all better"; that such abuses of trust were peculiar to a recent decade 
only; or just that we are by now too "establishment" to splash at the sharks? 
Jerry Bobbe's spoof on the grading services and Bill Jones' "Interview With 
a Coin Counsellor" ( P-W , Mar. '88) seem to rule out the latter. Myron Xenos' 
and Ken Lowe's satire in "Out on a Limb" provides more belly-laughs for the 
cognoscenti (i.e., "those who recognize"), but still leaves many of us "out 
on a limb" (i.e., "what is he talking about, anyway?") So let's try on a few 
specific "call a spade a shovel" episodes from recent history. 

Cataloguing of Coppers : This is a specialized field a bit different from 

even the most professional of general numismatic cataloguing. The two proto- 
types of copper professionalism are Pine Tree's 1976 EAC Sale (Connecticut 
coppers) and Superior's Robbie Brown sale (large cents). Superior promises 
the Jack Robinson sale (Jan. '89) will rival the RSB sale. 

The recently-delivered Norweb III catalogue by Bowers & Merena was a won- 
derfully pleasant surprise. The cents are extremely well catalogued — obviously 
by someone who is on top of currently-published EAC information. My only bone 
of contention is calling the Proof-only 34N7 "the rarest middle-date cent, 
with seven known." What of the 22# 14 with two known? And the J. J. Pittman 
"7th example" of 34N7 is to date hearsay only. J. J. told me two years ago 
that he has one, but he has not shown either the coin or its pedigree. His 
confirmation was "it has the square lump under T of CENT." This is true of 
34N1, 2, 3, 6, 7 — and 34N3 is the most common Proof 1834 cent. J. J., I STILL 
want to see your Proof cents. 

Price Comparisons : The recent Peach State sale by Mid American had some 

copper bargains if we can believe the grades. And past MA sales have been 
without exaggerations. These prices are contrasted with the fixed-price "Rare 
Coin Review" by B&M received a month after the Peach State sale.

Did some work 
on the Jack H. Robinson Collection at Superior, went to the Oechsner Sale 
(Stack's), and to the A.N.S., where I finished my research up through S-100. 

I've got a load of work to do, including straightening out the Condition Cen- 
sus on S-138, which developed when I got some buyers' names at the A.N.S. for 
the M. A. Brown Sale by the Chapmans in April, 1897. 

Ron Blaha writes, 

I assume you have seen the announcement in The Numismatist about the award 
George Ewing received at the recent A.N.A. ; you might want to mention this 
in Penny-Wise . 

Editor's reply : Indeed! The relevant paragraph in the October, 1988 Numismatist 

reads, "The ANA's Heath Literary Awards (are) presented each year to authors 
whose articles are judged exceptional contributions to The Numismatist ... for 
the 100th volume of The Numismatist, George E. Ewing, Jr. was awarded first 
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place for his article "The Transatlantic Link Between the Boultons and the 
U.S. Mint" (August, 1987). He received a silver medal and $250. Ewing is 
an instructor of engineering drawing at Eastfield College in Dallas; this article 
was the result of research funded by a grant from the American Numismatic Society. 
Our hearty congratulations go to George! 

Don Valenziano writes, 

I purchased Lot 1052 from the October Stack's Sale, a 1795 C-2a half cent. 

Because of a small pit mark on the cap it was relatively simple to match it 
to the plate in the Alvord catalogue. I grade the piece XF-40. It is listed 
in Roger Cohen's Condition Census as #8. 

Ray Rouse writes. 

In the July P-W , Mike Packard lamented the number of active participants at 
the Half Cent Happening at EAC '88, stating "if anyone has any ideas on how 
we can persuade more people to display their half cents, let me know." Finding 
no suggestions in the September P-W , I have some comments. First the obvious: 

The difficulty with locating half cents at all. The last issue of Penny-Wise , 
in the "Swaps and Sales" section, offered 367 large cents for sale, but only 
19 half cents — 5.2% as many! This tallies almost exactly with a comparison 
of the mintage figures: 155, 807, 679 large cents but only 7,985,223 half 

cents minted 1793-1857, or 5.1% as many, according to the Redbook...In short, 
half cents are simply not common. Moreoever, the vast majority of them are 
probably held by large cent collectors and type coin collectors; primary half 
cent collectors seem to be few. So how to get more for display? First, ask 
some of the "large cent collectors" who also have some half cents to review 
the varieties being covered at the Happening to see if they have something 
to display. Second, consider a service for those who can't attend the meet- 
ing so they can still send along coins for display. I tried to work out something 
this year, but no luck. Third, award prizes — ribbons, certificates, whatever. 

These could cover best examples of early die states, late die states, and die 
break progressions. Some of the "common" half cents, such as the 1832 's, can 
be interesting when you have die breaks as for the C-l and C-2; and did you 
ever try to find a nice example of 1832 C-3 to show rust marks — or what about 
one without any rust marks at all — or can you tell the difference between rust 
marks and porosity or other problems? Aren't such questions what the educational 
side of EAC is all about? 

Sal Bonito writes. 

Over the last seven years I have been increasingly involved with the state 
of our Earth and its caretakership . This role is so poorly played by our species 
as to threaten withdrawal of life as we recognize it. The vision of our vibrant 
emerald world rendered a dull grayish brown saddens a part of me which is markedly 
not physical. 

The remainder of my life is devoted to having this planet be an overtly loving 
place, a place where want for food or shelter is impossible. Some adventure, hey.. 

This vision is not the simple absence of war. It is the view of an Earth whose 
peoples choose, only life-affirming actions. Choosing societies that do not 
issue permits to pollute, that do not allow ripping out the rainforests that 
recycle the air we breathe. It is the picture of a world that never replaced 
civil service with politics, industry with competition, "power for" with "power 
over"; a world that embraces the concept that there are no ordinary people, 
that we are each precious and unique. 
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The reward is really in the doing. At 41, the real fun is about to begin. 

My scientific endeavors are costly so my numsimatic property must fund my work 
for a while. (If you know of anyone seeking reference material and willing 
to pay near top dollar (a fair price) I may have what they need.) The coins 
will take a longer time to catalog and I will sell as market conditions favor 
realizing the highest possible price. 

I've enjoyed EAC and P-W immensely and ' tho I will soon be copperless, I will 
continue as time permits. I recall a Lester Merkin sale and a gorgeous dark 
brown 1794 AU+ Apple Cheeks cent on an immense planchet (maybe I was smaller 
in '73), and not showing my agony as the hammer price exceeded the unthinkably 
high price I was willing to pay by 300%. The gentleman to my left commented 
that it was "a nice coin but not that nice" and he proceeded to buy some incredi- 
ble 1796 Cap cents. He mailed me the updated rarity numbers for Penny-Whimsy 
and thanks to him I joined EAC. 

A Small Debate on the S- -48 
Pete Smith writes. 

The Bowers and Merena sale of the Norweb collection offers the "Pearl" starred 
reverse cent. Lot 2715 includes this description: 

"It is now known that the reverse die used on S-48 was originally the 
reverse married to S-63, which was subsequently reground and repunched, 
with 94 minute stars added at the border." 

This theory was included in the article Walter Breen wrote for the ANS COAC in 
1984. It was repeated in the catalogue of the sale of the Robinson Brown 
collection with text written by Jack Collins. The Bowers and Merena catalogue 
indicates that the text was written by Michael Hodder. 

Those who have read my book on the starred reverse cent are aware that I 
disagree with this theory. One of several reasons I disagree is that the S-63 
reverse die had 91 denticles and the S-48 reverse die had 83 denticles. I 
believe that the amount of cutting required to remove the denticles would have 
also removed the letters and wreath. 

Prior to publication of the book, I discussed this theory with Denis Loring who 
agreed with my conclusion. I also mentioned this in correspondence with Dave 
Bowers who replied in his letter of February 28, 1986: 

"Like you I do not agree that the S-48 die was earlier used for the S-63. 
This does not make any sense at all to me. I left this theory out of my 
writing, for I did not consider it relevent." 

After publication I received other comments of agreement. I suppose it is 
natural that I would like to see more respected numismatists on the 
Smith/Loring/Bowers side and fewer on the Breen/Collins /Hodder side. That is 
not my intent here. All I am attempting to demonstrate is that there is a 
legitimate difference of opinion. 

A journalist should know the difference between fact and theory. That 
difference should be conveyed to the reader. What annoys me is that the cata- 
logue desription treats the conclusion as fact without any indication of the 
existence of contrary opinions. 
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Dave Bowers responds, 

Thank you for your copy of your letter to Harry Salyards. I appreciate your 
comments , inter-alia (sort of), concerning my cataloguing. 

You refer, I am sure, to my description of the S-48 which I wrote for Lot 945 in 
the catalogue of The Collection of Stuart C. Levin, M.D., April 10-11, 1986. 

In numismatic research in publications it is often the case - right or wrong - that 
those who have a particular theory do not take the time and space to give con- 
trary theories. Walter Breen's Encyclopedia is an example, in which Walter 
gave his thoughts (on page 184) but did not discuss other theories. As I mention- 
ed, in my fairly lengthy catalogue description back in 1986, different theories 
concerning the origin of this coin have been propounded for a long, long time 
- so casting the situation in its most favorable light, a comprehensive Encyclopedia 
such as Walter created, listing thousands of coins, or Michael Hodder's cata- 
logue description of the S— 48 for the Norweb Sale, reflected in those instances 
the individual writer's thoughts, and were not a forum for the recitation of 
other theories. 

In any event, it would be interesting to have a "forum" on this particular coin, 
and I would be happy to contribute any information appearing in our past cata- 
logues as a beginning to this effort. 

Michael Hodder responds, 

Pete Smith kindly forwarded a copy of his letter to you, taking me to task 
for some of my comments regarding the S-48, offered as Lot 2715 in the recent 
sale of the Norweb Collection of Large cents. I appreciated Pete's courtesy, 
and only wish that other writers of critical letters were as gentlemanly. 

Pete seemed to feel that my statement that S-48 was originally the reverse 
die of S-63, reworked to create the starred reverse variety, was too baldly 
stated and offered as a fact. I should point out that the first paragraph 
of my commentary on the piece rehearsed several of the competing theories for 
this variety's creation, while the second paragraph described two additional 
ones. I believe I gave my readers, sophisticated collectors and particularly 
beginners, enough "food for thought" to realize that there was more than one 
explanation for the circumferential placement of stars on the reverse of S-48. 

It is not my intention here to enter into the debate about the reasons for 
the creation of the variety, nor the method employed. The most plausible ex- 
planation I have seen is the one I offered in the description of the Norweb 
specimen. Any numismatic researcher with the courage of his convictions must, 
at some point, decide where he stands on controversial issues. 

I believe that the methodology of other scientific studies can be applied 
to numismatics, and that the taxonomy and morphology of dies can be as dis- 
passionately described as if they were biological phyla and species. Conse- 
quently, the Norweb S-48 was not catalogued by a journalist, whose job is simply 
to report what he has heard or seen, but rather by someone who was aware of 
the differences of opinion surrounding its origin and who had summed up the 
evidence for himself. While all scientific facts are only hypotheses not yet 
disproven, they are customarily presented with all the force of the conviction 
of their adherents. I was as unequivocal in my description of S-48 as any 
other researcher should be expected to be.
